TEACHER  EXCELUIKE  -  A  strong  school  system  depends  on  our  hov- 
tng  excellent  teochers  —  and  our  school  system  has  mony  of  them. 
To  maintain  quality,  all  of  our  teachers  should  be  regulorly  evaluoted 
ond  when  appropriate  given  assistonce  in  increosing  effectiveness. 
We  must  continue  to  offer  them  progroms  which  will  contribute  to 
their  professional  growth.  A  good  teacher  is  one  who  is  continuolly 
leorning  as  well  os  teoching. 

FINANCIAL  RESTRAINT  -  Decreosing  enrollment,  loss  of  tuition  and  the 
threatened  loss  of  state  revenues  will  creote  serious  finoncial  problems 
for  Princeton  in  the  next  few  years.  !t  is  important  to  realize  thot 
there  is  no  eosy  answer  to  reducing  our  costs.  What  is  needed  is  a 
proper  ordering  of  our  educational  priorities,  so  thot  when  progrom 
economies  ore  necessory  we  will  hove  o  cleor  understanding  of  how 
this  may  affect  the  quolity  of  education  thot  we  ore  providing. 

EVALUATION  -  All  of  our  school  programs  need  to  be  regulorly 
evoluated  in  order  to  insure  that  they  ore  fulfilling  their  stoled  pur- 
poses ond  thot  our  children  ore  receiving  proper  grounding  In 
the  bosic  skills.  However,  we  must  not  be  so  concerned  with  measuring 
ond  quantifying  thot  we  reduce  the  teocher's  ability  to  encourage 
such  difficult  tomeosure  quolitics  os  self  confidence  and  independence.

in  recent  weeks  on  the  motter  of  redistricting. 

DISaPLINE  Schools  must  provide  a  proper  atmosphere  for  leorning; 
disruptive  behavior  connot  be  condoned.  Our  schools  have  been  trying 
to  build  into  the  school  situotion  more  opportunities  for  students 
to  leorn  self-discipline  ond  to  ossume  responsibility  for  their  own 
behovtor.  When  students  foil  to  follow  the  rules,  they  must  be  dis- 
ciplined. However,  it  impugns  the  integrity  of  our  teochers  ond 
stotf  to  believe  thot  there  is  o  "double  stondord"  of  justice  in  our 
schools.  Moreover,  neither  good  discipline  nor  the  education  of  our 
children  would  be  served  by  setting  oside  in  o  seporote  ploce  oil 
those  who  hove  been  designoted  os  "tough  discipline  problems."
